Klinger said the area in¬ 
volved in the seeding ex¬ 
tends from Little Dalton 
Canyon in Glendora on the 
east to Mount Bliss north 
of Duarte-Bradhury. Areas 
inside the Angeles National 
Forest will be seeded by 
U.S. Forest Service crews at 
a later date. 

The area was burned over 
in the Easley Canyon, San 
Gabriel Canyon, Newman 
and Quarry fires.

The term “Armad Forces 
Overseas” i,ncludos person¬ 
nel of the Armed Forces, 
members of their families, 
and U.S. civilians employed 
overseas who receive their 
mail through an APO or 
FPO, New York, San Fran¬ 
cisco or Sea.ttle. 

(1) PACKAGING—All ar¬ 
ticles should be packed in 
boxes of wood, metal, solid 
fiberboard, or strong doiuble 
faced corrugated fiberboard. 
All figerboard baxos should 
be securely wrapped in 
heayy paper which mate¬ 
rially strengthens the pack¬ 
age. Each box should be 
well tied with strong cord. 
Sufficient cushioning ma¬ 
terial should be used to pre¬ 
vent any rattling or loosen¬ 
ing of articles within the 
package. Unless tightly fill¬ 
ed, boxes are likely to be 
crushed. A slip showing list 
of contents, and name and 
address of sender and ad¬ 
dressee, should be enclosed 
in the parcel. Forms 2966 or 
2876-A, Customs Declara¬ 
tions, completed by the 
senders, are required on par¬ 
cels to many destinations. 

(2) PROHIBITED ARTI¬ 
CLES—In addition to the 
articles normally prohibited 
in the mail, matches of all 
kinds and lighter fluid may 
not be mailed to overseas 
military addresses. Cigar¬ 
ettes, other tobacco prod¬ 
ucts, coffee, and various 
other items are prohibited 
in parcels addressed to some 
military post offices. 

(3) POSTAGE — The do¬ 
mestic rate of postage is 
applicable, and postage 
must be fully prepaid. When 
fourth-class or air parcel 
post rates are applicable, 
the zone rate from the post 
office where mailed to the 
post office through which 
the parcel is addressed will 
be charged. Airmail articles 
weighing 7 ounces or less 
are chargeable at the rate 
of 10 cents per ounce. 

(4) ADDRESSING — Ad¬ 
dresses must be legible and 
complete and should be pre¬ 
pared by typewriter or pen 
and ink. The APO and FPO 
numbers are the same ss 
the ZIP Code and mu3t be 
shown on all mail.

Cross, helped 3209 people in 
Sierra Madre last year. 
Through which agencies 
does Sierra Madre receive 
help?

The Wrong Answers 

The head of n leading Washington State utility firm, 
in addressing a college graduating class, stressed the ulti¬ 
mate responsibility of the individual for the quality of life 
in modern society. 

By citing an example in his own company, he sug¬ 
gested how not to apply for a job. ’Two important positions 
were open in the engineering department. “Of the first 
twenty applicants for the two jobs, eighteen were rejected 
because of the kind of questions they asked. They did not 
seem interested in promotion, or the nature of problems 
the company has to solve. . . . Instead, . . . they asked 
about the company’s pension plan, retirement, and the 
nature of fringe benefits. . . . Pensions and security are 
all right, but . . . We buy machines for production, not for 
polishing and oiling, and strange as it may sound, we hire 
employees for the same reason.” 

We hear a great deal about the search for challenges 
nowadays. It could be that too many of us like our challenges 
to come equipped with a guarantee of security. 


Q. Why are there so few RTD lines running from north 
to south in the San Gabriel Valley.

A. Not directly, but you can take the 68, 70 or 71 bus 
lines to 7th and Spring and catch the 83-Wilshire to the 
school. 

Q. What RTD line serves Mount San Antonio College? 

I live in Monterey Park. Miss J.O. 

A. ’The only R’TD line coming anywhere near the college 
is the 53-Valley line and you are still a country mile 
from the comple.x when you get off the bus. Sorry 
about that.
